Child Abuser 
Sentenced to 
Prison 


John Paul Fiedorek, 34, 
Charlevoix, was sentenced to 
serve 18 to 
36 years in 
prison this 
morning in 
the 33rd 
Circuit 
Court. 

Fiedorek 
had been 
convicted 
of one 
count of child abuse, first de- 
gree and two counts of child 
abuse, second degree, on 
March 8, 2022 following a 
two-week jury trial. 

The 18 to 86 year sentence 
was on the child abuse, first 
degree charge. Fiedorek was 
sentenced to serve 43 to 86 
months in prison on both 
child abuse, second degree 
charges, with all of the sen- 
tences to be served concur- 
rently. 

Before pronouncing the 
sentence, Judge Roy C. Hayes 
III heard from the defendant 
and his attorney, Michael J. 
Corcoran. Fiedorek contin- 
ued to maintain his inno- 
cence and his attorney 
indicated they intend to ap- 
peal the conviction. 

The court also heard from 
both of the child victim,Ads 
parents as well as his mater- 
nal grandmother who acted

works by Johann Nepomuk 
Hummel, Joseph Haydn, 
Johan Halvorsen, and Wolf- 
gang Amadeus Mozart. 

The Hummel Trio is an en- 
semble-in-residence at Grand 
Rapids Community College 
department of music. An ini- 
tiative of Dr. Libor Ondras, 
the ensemble started its 
artistic activities in 2020 
when Emily Grabinski and 
Andre Laven joined the fac- 
ulty at GRCC.

as the child, Aés guardian 
early on after the assault 
upon the child. 

Charlevoix County Assis- 
tant Prosecuting Attorney 
Mary Farrell, who prose- 
cuted the case, asked the 
court to depart from the sen- 
tencing guidelines which 
called for a minimum sen- 
tence of 135 to 225 months in 
prison, stating that the guide- 
lines did not take into ac- 
count the extent of the 
injuries upon the child, the 
true actions of the defendant 
and the trauma imposed on 
the child and his family. 

Hayes said that the defen- 
dant had brutally, physically 
assaulted a 15-month old 
child left in his care. The 
court noted that the child suf- 
fered broken bones, bite 
marks, unusual bruises and 
abrasions all over his body. 

The judge also found by a 
preponderance of evidence 
that, in addition to these inci- 
dents, that the defendant had 
a prior history of abuse, in- 
cluding children, that had 
never been prosecuted. 

Hayes said that he was fo- 
cusing on punishment, deter- 
rence and primarily the 
protection of society and 
there was little chance of re- 
habilitation. The judge said 
that it was incomprehensible 
how an adult human living in 
a civil society could cause 
these injuries. 

At trial, the jury heard tes- 
timony from doctors who 
treated the child who was 
taken to the Charlevoix Area 
Hospital in September of 
2019 with multiple injuries 


including numerous frac- 
tures to his arms and bite 
marks to his body. 

The child was transferred 
to Devos Children, A6s Hospi- 
tal in Grand Rapids where he 
was further treated for his in- 
juries and where doctors dis- 
covered rib fractures as well. 

The child,Aés mother testi- 
fied that the child had been in 
Fiedorek,Aés care the day be- 
fore he was taken to the hos- 
pital. Numerous witnesses 
testified to seeing the child in 
the days before he was in 
Fiedorek,Aés care and not 
seeing any of the injuries. 

The jury heard from two 
prosecution dental experts 
who compared photographs 
of the injuries with dental 
impressions of Fiedorek and 
the other people who had 
been in contact with the vic- 
tim in the days prior to his 
hospitalization. Both prose- 
cution experts testified that 
while they could exclude all 
of the other impressions 
from causing the bite mark, 
they could not exclude the 
defendant. 

One of the experts specifi- 
cally stated that the defen- 
dant had a broken tooth 
which makes a unique 
bitemark and this mark was 
present in the photographs 
of the bite injury on the 
child. 

The defense called its own 
dental expert and an expert 
forensic photographer who 
attacked the quality of the 
photograph of the bitemark. 

Jurors also heard testi- 
mony related to two prior in- 
cidents where Fiedorek 


physically struck children 
who were not his biological 
children leaving welts.

ager, that they under 
under-appreciated and 
that they are not fully en- 
gaged in their work? 

The reasons are varied. 
Some managers are inse- 
cure, others are caught 
up in their title, power or 
compensation, and a 
great deal of managers 
are simply too busy.

What do you think should be 
our priorities going forward? 

What advice do you have for 
me? 

They will appreciate our 
asking for their ideas. They 
want to feel heard and that 
their ideas matter to us...and 
we will likely gain helpful and 
valuable ideas. 

The best people in business 
are the givers, not the takers.

rested. 

The investigation revealed 
the crash occurred sometime 
after midnight in the early 
morning hours of Saturday, 
March 12, 2022. Pinney was 
driving a 2005 GMC Sierra 
pickup truck with three pas- 
sengers when he lost control 
on Kidder Road in Echo 
Township. The truck rolled 
several times. An unknown 
person towed the truck to a 
friend’s pole barn and the 
crash was never reported. 
One of the occupants eventu- 
ally went to Charlevoix Hos- 
pital and was later 
transferred to Munson Med- 
ical Center in Traverse City 
due to the severity of his in- 
juries. 

A report was submitted to 
the Antrim County Prosecu- 
tor’s Office and a felony war- 
rant was authorized on April 
8, 2022. Pinney was arrested 
on April 18, 2022, and lodged 
in the Antrim County Jail. 

Pinney was arraigned this 
morning in the 86th District 
Court in Antrim County for 
one count Failure to Stop at 
Scene of Accident Resulting 
in Serious Impairment or 
Death. He was given a $25,000 
PR bond. His next scheduled 
court appearance is on April 
27, 2022, at 1:00 p.m.
